GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST —- PARISH 
AND DEANERY MAGAZINES 
The hand of time is on the move again in Deddington 
after the Church Clock’s brief summer holiday. While 
time stood still [ had plenty of it to leaf through the 


above magazines, a source of unending fascination, 
idly looking for inspiration. And there it was — a plea 
recorded in Februaruy 1884: “CHURCH CLOCK. 
This very useful article, which was presented to the 
parish some 50 years ago, by the expressed wish of 
Mr William Hudson of this place, after his death, at 
the cost of £176, and has for some time lately been 
“double-faced”, and guilty of telling many untruths, 
has at last been put in order at a considerable 
expense. Which the inhabitants must be asked to 
assist in defraying as there is no special fund for this 
purpose.” 
By Easter 1884 “a hearty vote of thanks was accorded 
to Messrs Samman and Hedges for the trouble they 
had taken in collecting subscriptions.” (The repair 
cost £12.1.6d. 58 parishioners subscribed and all are 
listed by name !) 
In March 1887 we read: “The Church Clock is once 
again in good working order, for which we think, all 
are thankful. It was thoroughly cleaned by Mr Bryan 
at the expense of the parishioners whose names 
appear below.” (24 parishioners and “the workmen of 
Mr Franklin’s Firm” are listed.) 
In the year of King Edward VII's death our clock 
stopped once again but was “put in order” by the time 
his Memorial Service was held in the Church on May 
20, 1910. 
The clock has no doubt stopped many times over the 
years so we must never forget the many who kept it 
going, in particular those dedicated Deddingtonians 
who wound it manually week after week up until the 
1980s. Did they know though, that the hands of a 
Church Clock that stops should be moved to rest on 
the 12" hour until it can be repaired ? This is to allow 
the ghosts of the ‘town’, who habitually dance 
BEFORE the stroke of midnight, to slumber on.

PETER HAYWOOD, aged 87 years 
Peter was born in Pudsey, Yorkshire. He was an electrical engineer and his work involved travelling to all 
parts of the British Isles. During the War he served with the Royal Signals and, shortly after D-Day, he was 
among the allied troops landing in Normandy.

Her father 
was gassed in the First World War. She remembers playing ‘whip and top’ in St. Thomas Street when there 
was no traffic —- only the doctor drove a car there. She remembers calling at Mrs Sykes’ sweetshop 
(Philcote St., where ‘Merrybower’ now is) to buy ‘fairy drops’. 


Jackie Adkins 23 Windmill Street, 


Born in the bungalow on the site where the Bonds now live — Hempton Road. An early memory is of her 
father coming home on leave from Europe, sitting on his knee feeling the scratchy material of his uniform. 
She remembers the bluebells thick in Spinney Field and the Castle Grounds late in summer, playing, sliding 
down a dusty slope. They used to go ‘leasing’ ~ picking ears of com from the stubble fields, cutting off the 
straw, making up bundles and taking them home to feed the chickens. The children picked rose hips and 
sold them for 3d a pound at school. She remembers the sweet shop run by the Saunders family in Hudson 
Street. She also remembers how they had evacuees billeted on them and she especially remembers that some 
of them had impetigo and were daubed with something like gentian violet.

All is safely gathered in. We finished the harvest on the last day of ac af fy 
August. Despite the lack of sunshine the crops have come 'off' very «. ee ae 
well, with both the oats and wheat being up to the milling standard. As soon as we had 
finished harvest we started to plant the crops for next year. The oil seed rape was 
planted during the first week of September into very good seed beds. lt seems rather 
ironic that we spent most of July and August dodging the rain to get the haymaking and 
harvest done but as soon as we start to replant it dried up. We had the hottest 
September day for 40 years as we drilled the last field, but it has rained since then and 
now the slugs are on the march. The ground for next year's cereal crops has been 
cultivated and subsoiled to get the weeds growing before ploughing. The oats will be 
planted at the end of September and the wheat in the first 2 weeks of October. The 
beans will be ploughed in at the start of November - fuel and weather permitting. 

The remaining lambs have been weaned and will be ‘finished’ on the hay field 
‘aftermaths' (the new growth after haymaking). The ewes have been sorted out and any 
that are not fit to lamb again will be fattened up and solid later on. After weaning, the 
ewes were put on to ‘short keep’ for 2 weeks to dry up any milk they had left and then 
moved on to fresh grazing to 'flush' them into breeding condition ready for the rams to 
go out in October. 

Despite all the environment doom and gloom merchants, it is not unusual to see 8 or 9 
different species of bird following the plough and the tractor makes a wonderful viewing 
platform. In the break between planting the oil seed rape and the start of the cereal 
drilling | cleaned out the main flood dyke on the Clifton meadow with our JCB. As these 
meadows form part of the upper Thames Environmentally Sensitive Area we had to get 
permission from the Ministry to carry out the work. This was given, but we did have one 
persistent protester, a large frog who would sit in the ditch bottom a few feet from the 
ditching blade and take some of the crane-flies as they were disturbed, or hop up the 
bank and sit under the digger. Despite being moved quite far away, he or she would be 
back in an hour or so. 

Most of our summer visitors have flown South for the winter. We had 12 pairs of 
Swallows nesting in the buildings this year. Most had 2 broods. One had 3 which they 
are still rearing, but unless we have a warm autumn they will not be strong enough to 
stand the journey South. Our Swallows over-winter in South Africa, a marathon flight of 
some 7,500 miles. They will fly some 200 miles a day and feed on the wing, but if 
delayed by bad weather around 75% of the young birds will die from exhaustion, 
predation or starvation. Older birds have a higher survival rate but most do not live for 
more than a few years. Those that do wil! return to the same nesting site next year to 
start all over again. It's rather like farming - no matter what happens the land will 
always be farmed by someone. 

The bees have had a difficult summer and honey is in short supply. They have now ail 
been fed with sugar syrup to see them through the winter. The mouseguards have been 
put on and | have treated them against the dreaded Varroa mite. Now we shall just 
have to wait and see what next spring brings, when | shall have more time to work on 
them.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for October and part November 1/850.- 

{9th OCTOBER - Extensive fire at Bloxham on the [8th. It started in a rick of straw on 
premises of Mr. Gulliver and spread to other properties. The people (i.e. the lower orders) 
were apathetic and indifferent and showed no disposition to aid and assist in checking the 
progress of the flames - added to which there was a scarcity of water we were told.

I was taken aback, not to say horrified, to find that one of the plants spotted and apparently glorified in the Daeda’s 
Wood article (Sept.00) was the common but vicious, extremely poisonous weed, ragwort. This nasty yellow plant is 
lethal to livestock, especially horses, and can make humans ill too. It spreads like mad into surrounding fields. I am 
sure that many horseowners, reading the DN, were as shocked as I was to see this plant being welcomed ! 
The equestrian magazine Horse and Hound is currently battling this weed and carries a ‘name and shame’ ragwort 
hotline, in an effort to bring the whole country into line to eradicate this killer. County and local councils, where 
budgets permit, have people who do nothing but pull this plant out and burn it. 
What are the Friends of Daeda’s Wood playing at ? Get rid of this poisonous weed, please. 
Sylvie Spenceley, author of the above mentioned article, has sent the following note on behalf of the 
Friends of Daeda’s Wood. 
We have already been in touch with the Woodland Trust about the ragwort problem. 
The Trust are happy to have the ragwort uprooted (so feel free) but point out that it is even more poisonous if left 
lying about. It should be completely removed. Hopefully neighbouring properties will do likewise since we 
certainly did not plant it ! 
“What are the Friends of Daeda’s Wood playing at 7” Well, trying to assist the Woodland Trust by monitoring and 
recording the plants in this oasis of new habitat which generally arouses pleasure and admiration in parishioners 
and visitors alike. We assure everyone that we are not ‘welcoming’ ragwort.
